The 
fin offerings of the whole congregation, and of a particular 
perſon : theſe were the fin offerings of the whole congrega- 
tion, the goats which were offered on the beginning of the 
months, and thoſe of the feſtivals: they were killed on the 
north, and the reception of their blood in the ſervice veſlel, 
was on the north; and their blood required four gifts upon 
the four horns of the altar. In what manner was this per- 
formed ? The prieft went up the aſcent, and turned towards the 
Circuit (ix), and came to the ſouth-eaſt corner, then to the

be killed on the north, and the reception of its blood in the 
fervice veſſel, was on the north: and its blood required two 
gifts, which are as four; it required flaying, and diſmember- 
ing, and a total conſumption by fire.

Our Rabbins obſerve that, as we hope God had pardoned our 
ſins on the day of Atonement we ought to eſteem ourſelves as 
regenerated for which reaſon, the intermediate days between the 
day of Atonement, and the Feaſt of Tabernacles, are employed 
in preparing the Tabernacles, and ornamenting them in the molt 
ſumptuous manner, that each individual can poſſibly afford, 


They alſo prepare the Palm, Citron, Myrtles, &c. uſed on 
this Feſtival, as mentioned, Leviticus. Chap. xxiii. verſe, 40, 
« And ye ſhall take unto you on the firſt day, the fruit of goodly 
trees*, branches of Palm trees t, and the boughs of thick trees}, 
and willows of the brook ; and ye ſhall rejoice before the Loxp 
your God ſeven days. 


This, by tradition, we know denotes the citron.

The Feaſt of Tabernacles is celebrated in commemoration 
of the children of Iſrael's redemption from Egypt, and their 
Journey through the wilderneſs, where the Supreme guarded them, 
as though they had been in Tabernacles, as mentioned Levit, 
XXiii, 42. „e ſhall dwell in booths ſeven days; all that are 
Ifraclites born ſhall dwell in booths : That your generations may 
know that I made the children of Ifracl to dwell in booths, when 
T }: ought them out of the land of Egypt: I am the Lokp your 


God.” 


Thus, was it inſtituted in memory of the Divine Providence, 
which overſhadowed, and was a covering to them, (when deſtitute 
of oules) by that glorious cloud that went before to conduct 
them®*; for during the forty years in the wilderneſs, it overſpread 
them like a tabernacle, and Jefende1 them from the injury of the 
weather, and the wild beaſts, and all their enemies, The deſign 
of this feaſt thereſore, was, to commemorate the goodneſs of God, 
who thus protected them, while journeying through the howling 


wilderneſs, without having a certain dwelling place to reſt in, 


That the obſervance of the Feaſt of Tabernacles might appear 
more conſpicuous, it was commanded to be celebrated in the 
ſeventh month called Tithry+, on the fifteenth day of the month; 
(See Levit. xxiii 34. &c.) although they went out of Egypt in 
the firſt month called Niſſont: for had they crected Booths or 
Tabernacles in the month Niſſon, the month they went out from 
Egypt, and which ſome think was the moſt proper time of the year, 
for this feaſt to have been kept in, and not in September; it would 
not have appeared that they dwelt in Booths by a ſingular command 
of God, and in memory of a divine benefit ; but men would have 
thought, that as the ſummer then began, when it was uſual for 
people to dwell in booths, as more cooler and refrething than 
houſes, the ſeaſon of the year naturally invited them to it: it there- 
fore, was appointed by God to be kept in the ſeventh month, 
which is generally a time of cold and rain, when men commonly 
leave their booths, and betake themſelves to their houſes, that it 
might clearly appear that, they did not go out of their houſes into 
booths for their own pleaſure, or from common cuſtom, but in

obedience to the divine preceyt, in memory of the wonderful 
favour and mercy which they had received by fo extraordinary a 
miracle. 


The height, breadth, place, and faſhion of the Tabernacles, 
are ſo well known to the nation, that it is almoſt needleſs to ſay 
any thing here on the ſubject; I ſhall therefore only obſerve, that 
there ought to be three goodſides of wood &. beſides the fide on 
which the door way is; it muſt be erected in the open air, not 
within doors, or under the ſhelter of a tree; they muſt not be 
covered with hides, cloaths, veſſels, &c. but muſt be covered with 
boughs, but ſo looſe, that the ſtars may be ſeen, and the rain 
deſcend through them, | 


The Tabernacles during the Feſtival, are to be accounted as 
their proper dwellings, and they are obliged to eat drink, and ſleep 
in them®, 


But ſick perſons, or ſuch whoſe health may be endangered by 
the cold, &c. are exempted from the obſervance of this precept. 


Thus alſo if the rain proves fo great, that they cannot live dry 
in them, or the cold is ſo intenſe as to endanger their health, 
they may all return to their houſes. 


Women and little children are alſo exempted from abiding is 
the Tabernacles,

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travelled on foot, and ſojourned twice towards Succoth, didft thay 
ſhield from the Aſſyrian and Seir : therefore his poſterity journey. 
ed to Succoth®, and with ſeven ſilken clouds, didſt thou cover 
them. They flew as on eagles wings to Horeb, decked with 
ornaments, and encompaſſed with clouds: the upright ſaw the 
company of angels, and were ſurrounded by the ſeven clouds, which 
rained bread for them. Between the clouds he made them + ride 
as between two coverings, and thus did they abide under it : He 
inſtructed them in the form of the covering of the tabernacle ; for 
according to its form, the temple was to be covered : he ordained 
the limits between the holy, and the holy of holies, to make a ſepa- 
zation with the veil of the covering. The ſpreading cherubim 
covered the coverlid : from thence the ſpirit of . proceeded, 
and the Rock conſented to meet them there. They were honoured 
with being inſtructed in the Law, in which is written three times 
in tabernacles}, thereby to indicate that, there muſt be three good 
ſides for every tabernacle: and to be accepted, they muſt draw 
water, as inſcribed in the Law, and as they heard at Senai, ye ſhall 
dwell in booths.

and acquit the gmilty ; & that J could not help concluding, that 
there can be nothing more dangerous, for a man that hath not the 
fear of God before his cyes, than to be intruſted with power: ſor in 
that caſe. their power only betrays them to do the more miſchief ic 
themſelves (as far as regards their ſoul ) and others; and thus encyca'c 
the miſery of mankind, . 
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again, Who knoweth the ſpirit of man that goeth upward, and 
the ſpirit of the beaſt that goeth downward to the earth ? Where. 
fore | perceive that there is nothing better than that a man ſhould 
rejoice in his own works; for that is his portion: for who thal! 
bring him to ſee what ſhall be after him ? Sol returned, and con- 
ſidered all the oppreflions that are done under the fun: and behold, 
the tears of ſuch as ivere opprefled, and they had nv comforter; 
«nd on the hide of their oppreſſors there as power, but they had 
no comforter. Wherefore I praiſed the dead which are already 
dead, more than the living which are yet alive. Yea, better is he 
than both they which have not yet been, who hath not ſeen the evil 
work that is done under the ſun. Again I conſidered all travel, and 
every right work, that for this a man is envied of his neighbour®, 
This is allo vanity and vexation of ſpirit. "The fool foldeth his 
hands together, and eateth his own fleth. Better i an handful with 
quietneſs, than both the hands full with travail and vexation of ſpirit. 
Then I returned, and I faw vanity under the ſun, There is one 
«lone, and there is not a lecond; yea, he hath neither child nor bio- 
ther: yet is there no end of all his labour; neither is his eye ſatis- 
ned with riches ; neither ſaith he, For whom do I labour, and be- 
reave my foul of good? This 7s allo vanity, yea, it zs a fore travail, 
Two are better than one; becauſe they have a good reward for 
their labour. For if they fall, the one will lift up his fellow : but 
woe to him that is alone when he falleth ; for he hath not another 
to help him up. Again, if two lie together, then they have heat: 
but how can one be warm alone? And if one prevail againſt him, 
two ſhall withſtand him; and a threefold cord is not quickly broken, 
Better is a poor and a wile child, that an old and fooliſh king, who 
will no more be admoniſhed. For out of priſon he cometh to reign, 
whereas alſo he that is born in his kingdom becometh poor, I con- 
ſidered all the living which walk under the ſun, with the ſecond 
child that ſhall ſtand up in his ſtead, Thers is no end of all the 
people, even of all that have been before them: they allo that come 
after ſhall not rejoice in him, Surely this alſo is vanity and vexation 
vf ſpirit, Keep thy foot when thou goelt to the houſe of God, and 
be more ready to hear, than to give the ſacrifice of tools : for they 


In this verſe, he ſpeaks of thoſe evils which come from equals, 
or inferiors, and which he calls by the general name of envy : in He- 
brew NN. a word that fignifies when taken in an ill ſenſe, all thote 
vicious affections, which are the cauſes, or effects of envious emula- 
tion, at the good qualities, great talents, or proſperity of another per- 
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conſider not that they do evil. Be not raſh with thy mouth, gu 
let not thine heart be haſty to utter ary thing before God : 6 
God is in heaven, and thou upon earth: therctore let thy wordg 
be few. For a dream cometh through the multitude of bufineh, 
and a fool's voice is known by multitude of words. When then 
voweſt a vow unto God, deter not to pay it: for he hath no plca- 
ſure in fools: pay that which thou haſt vowed, Better is it that 
thou ſhouldeſt not vow, than that thou ſhouldeſt vow and not pay 
Suffer not thy mouth to cauſe thy fleſh to ſin; neither ſay tho! be. 
fore the angel, that it was an error: wherefore ſhould (oil |, 
angry at thy voice, and deſtroy the work of thine hands? Fr 
in the multitude of dreams and many words there are allo 4; or; 
vanities : but fear thou God, It thou ſceſt the oppreſhon of the 
poor, and violent perverting of judgement and juſtice in a province, 
marvel not at the matter: for he that is higher than the bigheſt 
regardeth, and there he higher than they. Moreover, the proſit of 
the earth is for all: the king Viel is ſerved by the field. He that 
loveth filver ſhall not be ſatisfied with ſilver; nor he that loveth 
abundance, with increaſe. "This is alſo vanity. When goods in- 
creaſe, they are increaſed that eat them: and what good is there to 
the owners thereof, ſaving the beholding of them with their eyes ? 
The ſleep of a labouring man is ſweet, whether he eat little ot 
much: but the abundance of the rich will not ſuffer him to ſleep. 
There is a (ore evil which | have ſeen under the ſun, namely, riches 
kept for the owners thereof to their hurt, But thoſe riches periſh 
by evil travail: and he begetteth a ſon, and there is nothing in his 
hand. As he came forth of his mother's womb, naked ſhall he 
return to go as he came, and ſhall take nothing of his labour, which 
he may carry away in his hand. And this allo zs a fore evil, that 
in all points as he came, fo ſhall he go: and what profit hath he 
that hath laboured for the wind ? All his days alſo he cateth in 
darkneſs, and he hath much ſorrow and wrath with his ſickneſs, 
Behold that which J have ſeen : it is good and comely 5er we to 
cat and to drink, and to enjoy the good of all his labour that he 
taketh under the ſun, all the days of his life which God giveth him : 
for it is his portion. Every man alſo to whom God hath gives. 
riches and wealth, and hath given him power to eat thereot, aid 
to take his portion, and to rejoice in his labour; this 75 the gift 0! 
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God. For he ſhall not much remember the days of his life; be- 
cauſe God anſwereth him in the joy of his heart*. There is an evil 
which I have ſeen under the ſun, and it 7s common among men: 
A man to whom God hath given riches, wealth, and honour, ſo 
that he wanteth nothing for his ſoul of all that he deſireth, yet God 
giveth him not power to eat thereof, but a ſtranger eateth it : this 
75 vanity, and it is an evil diſeaſe. If a man beget an hundred chil- 
dren, and live- many years, fo that the days of his years be many, 
and his ſoul be not filled with good, and alſo that he have no burial; 
E fay, that an untimely birth is better than he. For he cometh in 
with vanity, and departeth in darknels, and his name ſhall be 
covered with darkneſs. Moreover, he hath not ſeen the ſun, nor 
known any thing this hath more reſt than the other, Yea, 
though he live a thouſand years twice ld, yet hath he feen no 
pod: do not all go to one place? All the labour of man is for 

is mouth, and yet the appetite is not filled. For what hath the 
wiſe more than the fool? what hath the poor, that knoweth to 
walk before the living? Better is the fight of the eyes than the 
wandering of the defire. This is alio vanity and vexation of ſpirit, 
That which hath been is named already, and it is known that it :s 
man : neither may he contend with him that is mightier than he, 
Seeing there be many things that increaſe vanity, what is man the 
better? For who knoweth what is good for man in this life, all 
the days of his vain life which he ſpendeth as a ſhadow ? for who 
can tell a man what ſhall be after him under the ſun? A Gd 
name is better than precious ointment ; and the day of death than 
the day of one's birth. It is better to go to the houſe of mourning, 
than to go to the houſe of feaſting : for that is the end of all men; 
and the living will lay it to his heart. Sorrow is better than laughter; 
tor by the ſadneſs of the countenance the heart is made better. 
The heart of the wile is in the houſe of mourning : but the heart 
of fools is in the houle of mirth, It is better to hear the rebuke of 
the wiſe, than for a man to hear the ſong of fools, For as the 
crackling of thorns under à pot, ſo is the laughter of the fool, This 
a'fo is vanity. Surely oppreſſion maketh a wiſe man mad, and a 
giit deſtroyeth the heart. Better in the end of a thing than the be- 
zinning thereof: and the patient in ſpirit is better than the proud 


* For he that ſpends his riches, in relieving the poor and dil- 
:refſed continually, and lives moderately, will never think life tedious 
©; wkfome ; but will enjoy that inward tranquillicy that conſtitute» 
de Lappingts of man on earth. 
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in ſpirit. Be not haſty in thy ſpirit to be angry: for anger reſteth 
in the boſom of fools. Say not thou, What is the cane that formy 
days were better than theſe ? for thou doſt not enquire wiſely con- 
cerning this. Wiſdom is good with an inheritance; and by it there 
is profit to them that ſee the lun. For wiſdom 7s a defence, an 
money 7s a defence: but the excellency of knowledge 7s, that 
wiſdom giveth life to them that have it. Conſider the work of 
God: for who can make that ſtraight which ne hath made crook. 
ed? In the day of proſperity be joyful ; but in the day of adverſity 
conſider : God alſo hath ſet the one over againſt the other, to the 
end that man ſhould find nothing after him. All things have [ ſeen 
in the days of my vanity : there is a juſt man that periſheth in his 
righteouſneſs, and there is a wicked ar that prolongeth his life 
in his wickedneſs. Be not righteous over-much ; neither make 
thyſelf over-wiſe : why ſhouldeſt thou deſtroy thyſelf ? Be not 
over-much wicked; neither be thou fooliſh : why ſhouldeſt thou 
die before thy time? It is good that thou ſhouldeſt take hold of 
this; yea, alſo from this withdraw not thine hand : for he that 
feareth God ſhall come forth of them all. Wiſdom ſtrengtheneth 
the wiſe more than ten mighty men which are in the city. For 
there is not a juſt man upon earth that docth good, and ſinneth 
not®, Alſo take no heed unto all words that are ſpoken ; leſt thou 
hear thy ſervant curſe thee, For oftentimes allo thine own heart 
knoweth that thou thyſelf likewiſe haſt curſed others. All this 
have I proved by wiſdom : I ſaid, I will be wiſe ; but it was fer 
from me. That which is far off, and exceeding deep, who can 
find it out? ] applied mine heart to know, and to ſearch, and to 
{cek out wiſdom, and the reaſon of things, and to know the wick- 
edneſs of folly, even of fooliſhneis and madneſs : And J find more 
bitter than death the woman whoſe heart :s ſnares, and nets, and 
her hands as bands: whoſo pleaſeth God ſhall eſcape from her; 
but the ſinner ſhall be taken by her. Behold, this have I found 
bores the Preacher) counting one by one to find out the account 

Vhich yet my foul ſecketh, but I find not: one man among 
thouland have I found; but a woman among all thoſe have I noi 
found. Lo, this only have I found, that God hath made man up- 


That is, there 15 no ore fo completely wiſe, or perfectly virtu- 
ous, as never to nuſtake, or commit a fault: of which we have an ex- 
ample in Motes, and Divid, 
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right; but they have ſought out many inventions. Who 7s as the 
wife man? and who knoweth the interpretation of a thing? a 
man's wiſdom maketh his face to ſhine, and the boldneſs of his 
tace ſhall be changed. TI cornſel thee to keep the king's command. 
ment, and that in regard of the oath of God, Be not haſty to 20 
out of his ſight: ſtand not in an evil thing: for he doeth what(. 
ever pleafeth him. Where the iword of a king ic, there is power: 
and who may fay unto him, What doeſt thou? \Whoſo keepet1 
the commandment ſhall feel no evil thing: and a wife man's heart 
diicerneth both time and judgement. Becauſe to every purpoſe 
there is time and judgement ; therefore the miſery of man i great 
upon him. For he knoweth not that which ſhall be: for who can 
tell him when it ſhall be ? There is no man that hath power over 
the {pirit to retain the lpirit ; neither hath he power in the day of 
death: and there is no diſcharge in hut war: neither ſhall wicked- 
nets deliver thoſe that are given to it, All this have I (een, and 
applied my heart unto every work that is done under the lun , 
there is a time wherein one man ruleth over another to his own 
hurt. And ſo J faw the wicked buried, who had come and gon: 
trom the place of the Holy, and they were forgotten in the city 
where they had ſo done, "This is alfo vanity. Becauſe fentenc? 
gain an evil work is not executed ſpeedily, therefore the heart 
uf the ſons of men is fully ſet in them to do evil, Though a fin- 
ner do evil an hundred times, and his ay: be prolonged, yet iure! 
I know that it ſhall be well with them that fcar God, which feat 
before him: But it ſhall not be well with the wicked, neither ſh! 
he prolong his days w#:ch are as a ſhadow ; becauſe he feareth not 
before God, here is a vanity which is done upon the earth, 
that there be juſt men, unto whom it happeneth according to the 
work of the wicked; again there be wicked »:-z3, to whom it hap- 
peneth according to the work of the righteous, I faid, that this allo 
z5 vanity. Then | commended mirth, becauſe a man hath no bet- 
ter thing under the ſun, than to eat, and to drink, and to be met - 
ry: for that ſhall abide with him of his labour the days of his lite, 
which God giveth him under the fun. When [ applied mine heart 
to know wildom, and to fee the buſineſs that is done upon the 
earth: (for allo there is that neither dur nor night ſeeth fleep with 
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his eyes :} Then I beheld all the work of God, that a man can. 
not find out the work that is done under the ſun : becauſe though 
a man labour to ſeek it out, yet he ſhall not find it; yea farther 
though a wiſe 2147: think to know it, yet ſhall he not be able to 
hn1 it. For all this I conſidered in my heart even to declare all 
this, that the righteous and the wiſe, and their works, are in the 
hand of God: no man knoweth either love or hatred by all that is 
before them. All thines come alike to all: there is one event to 
the righteous, and to the wicked; to the good and to the clean, 
and to the unclean ;. to him that facrihceth,. and to him that ſacrifi- 
ceth not: as zs the good, fo is the ſinner; and he that ſweareth, 
as he that feareth an oath*. This is an evil among all things that 
are done under the ſun, that there is one event unto all: yea, alſo 
the heart of the ſons of men is full of evil, and madnels 7s in their 
heart while they live, and after that they go to the dead, For to 
him that is joined to al] the living there is hope: for aliving dog is 
better than a. dead lion, For the living know that they ſhall die: 
but the dead know not any thing, neither have they any more a 
reward; for the memory of them is forgotten, Alſo their love, 
and their hatred, and their envy is now periſhed; neither have they 
any more a portion for ever in any ing that is done under the ſun, 
Go thy way, eat 8 bread with joy, and drink thy wine with a 
merry heart: for God hath accepted thy works. Let thy gar- 
ments be always white; and let thy head lack no ointment. Live 
joyfully with the wife whom thou lovelt, all the days of the life of 
thy vanity which he hath given thee under the fun, all the days of 
thy vanity: for that zs thy portion in % lite, and in thy labour 
which thou takeſt under the fun. Whatſoever thy hand findeth 
to do, do it with thy might: for there 75 no work, nor device, nor 
knowledge, nor wildom in the grave whither thou goeſt, I return- 
ed and ſa w under the ſun, that the race 75 not to the ſwift, nor 
the battle to the ſtrong, neither yet bread to the wiſe, nor yet 
riches to men of underftancing, nor yet favour to men of kill; 
but time and chance happeneth to them all. For man alſo know- 
eth not his time, as the fiſhes that are taken in an evil net, and

For there is no certain and gonſtant diſtinction made 
between one man and another, in the diſtribution of things in this 
world: but they all tare alike, eſpecially in publick calamities : fo: 
witance, a righteous man, may periſh in a ſiege, or invaſion, as well 
as the wicked : he that is pure, dies in a pettilence as well as the un- 
clean: he that worſhippeth God in fincerity and truth, ftuffers by 
ſtorms, ſhipwrecks, and inundations &c. as well as the hypocrite, ot 
profane perion, &c. On the contrary, a blaiphemer of God, or 3 

perjured 
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as the birds that are caught in the ſnare ; ſo are the ſons of men 
inared in an evil time, when it falleth ſuddenly upon them, Ihn 
wiſdom have I ſeen alſo under the fun, and it ſcemed great unty 
me: There was a little city, and few men within it; and there 
came a great king againſt it, and beſieged it, and built great bul. 
warks againſt it: Now there was found in it a poor wiſe man, 
and he by his wiſdom delivered the city: yet no man remembered 
that ſame poor man. Then ſaid I, Wiſdom is better than ſtrength : 
neverthele(s the poor man's wiſdom is deſpiſed, and his words are 
not heard. The words of wile men are heard in quiet, more than 
the cry of him that ruleth among fools. Wiſdom 7s better than 
weapons of war: but one finner deſtroyeth much good. Dead 
flies cauſe the ointment of the apothecary to tend forth a ſtinking 
favour ; ſo deth alittle folly him that is in reputation for wiſdom and 
honour. A wiſe man's heart is at his right hand; but a fool's heart 
is at his left, Yea alſo, when he that is a fool walketh by the 
way, his wiſdam faileth him, and he faith to eyery one that he 75a 
fool. It the ſpirit of the ruler riſe up againſt thee, leave not thy 
place: for yielding pacifieth great offences. There is an evi 
which I have ſeen under the ſun, as an error which proceedeth 
from the ruler : Folly is ſet in great dignity, and the rich fit in low 
place. I have ſeen | upon horles, and princes walking as 
ſervants upon the earth. He that diggeth a pit ſhall fall into it; 
and whoſo breaketh an hedge, a ſerpent ſhall bite him. Whoſo 
removeth ſtones ſhall be hurt therewith; and he that cleaveth wood 
ſhall be endangered thereby. If the iron be blunt, and he do not 
whet the edge, then muſt he put to more ſtrength : but wiſdom 
is profitable to direct. Surely the ſerpent will bite without in- 
chantment, and a babbler is no better, The words of a wiſe man's 
mouth are gracious : but the lips of a fool will ſwallow up him- 
tclf. Thi begirnlon of the words of his mouth 7s fooliſhneſs. 
and the end of his talk ig miſchievous madneſs. A fool allo is full 
of words: a man cannot tell what ſhall be; and what ſhall be ater 
him, who can tell him? "The labour of the foolith wearieth evc: 
one of them, becauſe he knoweth not how to go to the city. 
Woe to thee, O land, when thy king zs a child, and thy princes 
cat in the morning. Ble ſled art thou, O land, when thy king is

perjured wretch, often proſpers and thitves, as much, or more, than 
he who fears the name of God ; and who would not for his life, take 
an oath falſely. "Thoſe who with to ſee examples of the fame eveut, 
to every one of the oppoſite perſons, may conſult the Hebrew com- 
mentators. Jarchi in particular, ce alſo Ya!kut in Loc. Fol. 
ClxxXvIi, 2 
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the fon of nobles, and thy princes eat in due ſeaſon, for ſtrength, 
and not for drunkennets. By much flothfulneſs the building de- 
cayeth, and through idleneſs of the hands the houſe droppeth 
through, A feaſt is made for laughter, and wine maketh merry: 
but money anſwereth all u Curſe not the king, no not in 
thy thought; and curſe not the rich in thy bed-chamber: for a 
bird of the air ſhall carry the voice, and that which hath wings 
ſhall tell the matter. Caſt thy bread upon the waters: for thou 
ſhalt find it after many days. Give a portion to ſeven, and alſſo 
to eight: for thou knoweſt not what evil ſhall be upon the earth, 
Tf the clouds be full of rain, they empty themſelves upon the earth: 
and if the tree fall toward the ſouth or toward the north; in the 
place where the tree falleth, there it ſhall! be. He that obſerveth 
the wind ſhall not ſow ; and he that regardeth the clo:ids ſhall not 
reap. As thou knoweſt not what is the way of the ſpirit, r how 
the bones do grow in the womb of her that is with child; even ſo 
thou knowelt not the works of God, who maketh all. In the 
morning ſow thy ſeed, and in the evening withhold not thine hand: 
for thou knoweſt not whether ſhall proſper, either this or that, or 
whether they both all be alike good. Truly the light is ſweet, 
and a plealant th:ng it is for the eyes to behold the tun, But if 2 
man live n.any years, and rejoice in them all: yet ler him remem- 
ber the days of darkneſs; for they (hall be many. All that com- 
eth ig vanity. Rejoice, O young man, in thy youth, and let thy 
heart cheer thee in the days of thy youth, and walk in the ways 
of thy heart, and in the fight of thine eye: but know thou, that 
for all theſe things God will bring thee into judgement. "There- 
fore remove ſorrow from thy heart, and put away evil from thy 
Aeſh : for childhood and youth are vanity. Remember now thy 
Creator in the days of thy youth, while the evil days come not, 
nor the years draw nigh, when thou ſhalt ſay, I have no plealure 
in them; While the ſun, or the light, or the moor, or the ſtars 
be not darkened, nor the clouds return after the rain; In the day 
when the keepers of the houſe ſhall tremble, and the ſtrong men 
Mall bow themſelves, and the grinders ceaſe, becauſe they are 
few, and thoſe that look out of the windows be darkened. And 
the doors thall be ſhut in the ſtreets, when the (ound of the grind- 
ing is low, and he ſhall riſe up at the voice of the bird, and all 
the daughters of muſick ſhall be brought low; Allo when they 
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ſhall be afraid of that which is high, and fears fall le in the way, 
and the almond-tree ſhall flouriſh, and the graſhopper ſhall he > 
burden, and defire ſhall fail: becauſe man gocth to his long home, 
and the mourners go about the ſtreets : Or ever the ſilver cord he 
looſed, or the golden bowel be broken, or the pitcher be broken 
at the fountain, or the wheel broken at the ciſtern, Then ſha!! 
the duſt return to the earth as it was; and the ſpirit ſhall recur; 
unto God who gave it. Vanity of vanities, faith the Preacher : 
all is vanity, And moreover, becauſe the Preacher was wiſe, he 
ſtill taught the people knowledge; yea, he gave good heed, and 
ſought out, and ſet in order many proverbs. [he Preacher fought 
to find out acceptable words, and that which was written was up- 
right, even words of truth. The words of the wiſe are as goads, 
and as nails faſtened by the maſters of aſſemblies, zchich are given 
from one ſhepherd. And turther, by theſe, my fon, be admonithed: 
of making many books there is no end, and much ſtudy 7s 2 
wearineſs of the fleſh. Let us hear the concluſion of the whole 
matter: Fear God, and keep his commandments : for this is the 
whole duty of man.

When he ſpoke and gave law to the waters that the world might be 
inhabited, he ordeted that the earth ſhould be watered from the 
nethermoſt + waters: but when he perceived that violent men 
. deprived the others of the brooks of water: he then ordained that it 
ſhould be watered from the heavenly ſtore. Above the heavens, he 
made as it were a pool of water; which from the vault that is ex- 
panded over it, {weats water: thus to make abundant drops of wa- 
ter drop from it; and which, in all the time that they are deſcend- 
ing to earth, do not mingle, but remain diftini? dreps of water, 
The appearance of the ruin bow, is as a tranſparent body in waterf ; 
vhen all may perceive the power of him that meaſureth the waters 
its appearance contains all colours, though its colour is as water: 
and which as a ſign of the covenant & maketh known to the 
world, that it ſhall no more be deſtroyed by water. He cauſeth the 
lightning to ſparkle ſuddeiily to enlighten thoſe who long for water:

decreed; with prayer and ſupplication, they prevail on him, not 
to diminiſh the drops of water. They lift up their eyes to their 
help, who rideth above the heavens, who while they ſleep in their 
beds, ſupplies them with water: in their prayer of this day of 
ſolemn aſſembly, they make mention of the water: in the additio- 
nal ſervice, at the end of the ſeven * days.
